1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention differs from the prior art in that the prior art fails to teach 
the method of preparing a liquid crystal display comprising a liquid crystal display 
substrate and forming a light-shielding film on the substrate with a coating liquid 
containing a binder and the fine particles of metal having the average diameter of the fine 
particles of metal from 1 to 3000 nm (or 0.001 to 3 jxm). 

The reference US 7,045,257 has the same inventors and filing date as the present 

application. 

The present invention comprises a binder instead of the insulating material of US 
5,686,980. The present binder differs from the insulating material of US '980 (see col. 5, lines 9- 
38).
